After the prisoner was 
removed, still shrieking, there was quite 
a commotion in the court room and ex- 
pressions of surprise and dissatisfaction 
with the verdict.

Well Worth Seeing. 


There was a good attendance at the 


quarterly meeting of the Berkshire Histor- 
ical society at Pittsneld Thursday after- 
noon. Harlan H. Ballard's most interest- 
ing paper, "A Pioneer of Science in Berk- 
shire County," occ upied an hour and a 
half in reading and was a most able bio- 
graphical sketch of Prof. Amos Eaton, 
who as a student in Williams college in 
1818, issued a work on botany as illustrated 
by plant life in Northern Berkshire, and 
the 500 copies printed was the first manuel 
on botany ever printed in tfie Northern por 
tion of the United States. It wag voted that 
Mr. Ballard's paper be printed in the next 
volume to be issued by the society. The 
society adjourned until February.

est them at the show. There are so many 
kinds of dogs on exUi&iJon tliat the visi- 
tor is sure to find his favorite variety, 
and the specimens are, in the main, of 
excellent quality. Wesley Taylor exhib- 
its a Gordon and Irish setter cross, and 
there several exhibits of well bred Irish 
setters, among the exhibitors being P. P. 
P-iquettc of WiUUimtowi, F. G. Vadnais 
of tblso.ty, Harry Donahue of Zylomte 
and Dr. H. B. Holmes of Adams, whose 
dog is of a rich and beautiful dark red 
color. 


Some high bred English pointers are 


shown by Fred R. Shaw and SJiaw <ft 
Sayles ot Adams. These dogs are regis- 
tered and the sire ot one of them took 
first prizs at a bench show in New York. 
The annuals 
are finely marked and 


have handsome and very intelligent faces. 
Good pointers are also exhibited by Wil- 
lard Hugh arid A. B. Millard. 


John Meade of this city exhibits his big 


St. Bernard, which is probably the best 
specimen of that breed in this vicinity. 
The dog was imported from Switzerland 
and took first prize at the dog show in 
Pittsneld last winter, at which time he 
weighed 211 pounds. Mr. Meade also ex- 
hibits a good temale S'. Bernard and X. 
H. Arnold has a good exhibit in this class. 
Harry Donahue hhoivs some good St. 
Bernards about, half grown 


Greyhounds are exhibited by A. R. 


Smitti. Edward Fitzgerald and Arthur 
Ruel, and a finely developed English 
bull dog is shown by Marti i C.'Assidy. His 
color is brindle and the dog ife a, good 
specimen of his kind. A. H. Phillips 
exhibits a pretty little skye terrier, the 
only one of the kind in the hall. 


In the department ot black-and-tan 


terriers the exhibitors are Ellen Gooden, 
John O'Brien, P. P. Paquette and Thomas 
Gorry, the latter'*) being a five-months-old 
puppy not much larger than a muskrat 
and weighing only a pound and two 
ounces. It is a very cunning little thing 
and attracts the attention and admiration 
of every visitor. J. Jerome, F. II. Whit- 
law and Edward O'Brien show some good 
fox terriers. 


The rarest dog in the hall is a Paris 


spaniel owned by X. H. Arnold. It is a 
thoroughbred animal, coining from the 
stock of August Belmont of Xew York, 
and there are only ten or a dozen of the 
kind in this country. 
In some respects 


the do» resembles a shepherd dog. 


Mrs. George E. Larifair exhibits a pug, 


which was the only specimen of the kind 
in the hall Thursday. P. P. Paquette 
makes a good showing of bull terriers, 
and James Purtell also shows a bull ter- 
rier of a larger variety than Mr. Pa- 
quette's. , 


There is quite an exhibit of houndr. 


William Busby shows a female lox hound 
with pups, and rabbit hounds are ex- 
hibited by A. B. Miliard, T. C. Buckley 
and W. J. Meade. Cockrel spaniels are 
shown by F. E. Sheldon, Andrew Spanial 
of Pittsfleld and Nelson Gilbert. Ed. 
Thatcher of Adams exhibits a coach dog 
which Manager Cooney pronounces the 
handsomest he ever saw. The dog's col- 
ors are perfect, his form is good and he 
has a fine, intelligent face which is made 
exceptionally noticeable by a "watch" 
eye. 


A. J. Bolduc shows a large dog which 


is a cross between a bloodhound and a 
mastiff. His colors are black and white 
and he is a powerful and stern looking 
fellow. This dog was bought of the man 
who struck this city a few weeke ago and 
claimed to be walking around the world, j 
Fred Millis and C. M. Oatman exhibit 
goodcockrel spaniels and H. D. Childs 
shows the only Scotch colly in the hall. 
F. E. Murray exhibits an English shep- 
herd and Ben. Phillips has on exhibition a 
dog, which while not a thoroughbred, is 
a handsome and intelligent looking ani- 
mal. W. F. Orr's noble Newfoundland 
dog is the only one of that breed in the 
hall. 


There were some empty stalls Thursday 


evening, but Manager Cooney said that 
several dogs were entered which had not 
been brought in. He expects they will 
come and that before the show ends most 
if not, all of the stalls will be filled 


II was stated in Thursday's paper that 


every lady attending the matinee Situr- 
eay afternoon wil) be given a souvenir 
spoon, which Is true, but it should also be 
stated that these souvenirs will be given 
to the ladies whenever they visit the 
show. 


This >s the only dog show ever held in 
this city, or at least in recent years, and 
its novelty of course lends interest to the 
event. 
Dog shows are common in the 


lar»e cities, where they attract large at- 
tendance and create much interest, and 
there is no good reason why such an exhi- 
bition should not prove popular here. 
There will probably be a much better 
attendance tonight and Saturday night.

FANNY KEMBLE. 


The Famous Aetreia Was a Troublesome 


Woman on the Stage. 


Charles Halle once eaid torne:' "Fan- 


ny Kemble was the most difficult per- 
son I ever had to deal with. I remem- 
ber one day at Manchester sha was to 
read 'A Midsummer Night's Dream' 
with Mendelssohn's music. Well, some- 
thing in the lighting, or the desk, or 
the music, or the chair, did $ot quite 
suit her, but at that late hour nothing 
conld be altered. So Fanny Kcmblo sim- 
ply sat clown outside oil the stairs iu 
the passage and cried. Nothing, she de- 
clared, would induce her to begin until 
everything was exactly to her taste. I 
implored her to go in, as tho place was 
crowded and the people impatient. At 
last I got her on to tho platform. I nev- 
er saw a woman in such a passion about 
such a trifle." 


How desp was the impression she 


made upon me as a boy. I heard her 
read that same "Midsummer Night's 
Dream," with Mendelssohn's lovely 
music played by a full orchestra, only 
a year or two after Mendelssohn's death. 
The famovta orchestral player, Mr. Wil- 
ly (now forgotten) led the first violins. 
Fanny's versatility, her rapid changes 
as she sat with the book open before her 
on a crimson velvet cushion, were phe- 
nomenal. Her ouly successor is Mrs. 
Crowe, tho once famous Leah. Neither 
Brandram nor Mrs. Dullus Glynn could 
touch her as a Shakespearean wader. 
Her rendering of Bottom Hnd his crew 
is among those memories which will 
take rank with old' Hurley"8 gravedig- 
gcr. Why Fanny was never a brilliant 
—i. e., a real "Kemble"—success oil 
the staga I could never imagine. Of 
course, I never saw her, act. Her dra- 
matic career was n short one and over be - 
fore my time, but all the Siddons was 
in her platform Lady Macbeth, nor shall 
I ever forget tho thrilling and pathetic 
pathos of the closing scenes ef her "Bo- 
rneo and Juliet." 


She was then (about I860) not so 


stout as she afterward became. Her 
dark face and black hair, piercing black 
eyes and long black velvet dress gave 
her a strange and tragic appearance, 
which she entirely shook off in the 
early love scenes, but which served -to 
color profoundly the terrible poison 
tragedy of the close. Fanny Kernble had 
an imperfect appreciation of music. She 
was for leaving out this and curtailing 
that But Hal lo wasftrm about Mendels- 
sohn, and she had to give in.—Contem- 
porary Review.

DISCUSSES THE ELECTION. 


Ilnnna Says the Republican Tariff Plank 


Won Mmijr Tote). 


New 
York, 
Nov. 
6.—Chairman 


Hanna, who arrived in New York yes- 
terday to meet his wife and daughter 
and to arrange for closing the eastern 
national republican headquarters, said 
this morning that he expected to re- 
main in New York about a week, as 
he believed 
it 
would take that 


time to settle up the affairs of the 
campaign here. 
To a group of news- 


paper men this morning he spoke at 
some length about the work of the 
campaign and the result of the elec- 
tion, 
lie was naturally in the best of 


spirits and shook hands cordially with 
each of the reporters. 
He said he had 


never had a single doubt of McKinley'e 
election. He said he was not sur- 
prised at the result in New York 
state, but he hud not expected so 
large a majority in New York city. 
The farmers of the middle western 
states, he said, at the beginning of the 
campaign confounded the gold stand- 
ard with mouotnetalism and feared 
that silver would be entirely driven 
from circulation by it, but that as the 
campaign progressed they had been 
convinced of the error. He also said 
that the attitude of the republican 
platform on the tariff question had 
won many votes for McKinley. The 
chairman said that one result of the 
election would be the beginning of 
the end of the free silver agitation, 
and that both the senate and the house 
of representatives would be for sound 
money. 
-Mr. Hanna praised the action 


of the sound money democrats and 
said that he appreciated their ser- 
vices in the campaign. He said that 
he believed the appreciation of values 
would be permanent, and that, while 
speculative values might rise and fall, 
the advance of all industrial interests 
which are 
based upon 
confidence, 


would be steady.
